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Clarke defended 

Premier rejects minister's resignation over prisoner release

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke offered his resigna¬ 
tion Wednesday night af¬ 
ter another prisoner was 
mistakenly released, but 
Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald did not accept it. 

I “He does a tremendous 
job,” MacDonald told re¬ 
porters Thursday after the 
government’s weekly cabi¬ 
net meeting. “I would never 
accept (his resignation).” 

On Wednesday, Clarke re¬ 
vealed Ryan Jessop, 22, was 
released from court when 
he should have been sent 
back to prison. Jessop, who 


still hasn’t been found, 
faces charges including pos¬ 
session of a weapon, utter¬ 
ing threats and extortion. 

On Monday, the depart¬ 
ment realized it had mistak¬ 
enly released another vio¬ 
lent offender six days earli¬ 
er. That man, Chancelor 
Faulkner, turned himself in 
Wednesday. 

MacDonald called the re¬ 
leases unacceptable, but 
said he stands by Clarke. 

“The minister’s record is 
one that the government is 


very proud of,” MacDoanld 
said. 

But Liberal critic Michel 
Samson said his calls for 
Clarke to step down as min¬ 
ister have been vindicated. 

“Now that he’s actually 
publicly acknowledged he’s 
offered his resignation, Ce¬ 
cil Clarke is now a lame 
duck minister who lacks 
the legitimacy to continue 
leading the department of 
justice,” he said. 

Samson said Clarke 
picked needless battles with 


employees and failed to act 
on changes to prevent mis¬ 
taken releases. He also sug¬ 
gested the reason the pre¬ 
mier is keeping Clarke on is 
because the Tories have on¬ 
ly one backbencher. 

“The changes were there 
for what needed to take 
place to avoid these situa¬ 
tions,” Samson said. “Cecil 
was unable to have those 
changes implemented and 
now must live with the con¬ 
sequences of that inaction.” 

Clarke brushed off Sam¬ 
son’s attacks as political 
posturing. He said his de¬ 
partment is working to fix 
the mistakes and investigat¬ 
ing what went wrong with 
the releases.

BATHROOM BREAK Prime 

Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s carefully cultivated im¬ 
age with the international 
media took a bit of a flush¬ 
ing Thursday. 

After days of pounding 
the drums on international 
television, talking up the 
healthy state of Canadian 
banks and making the case 
for a Canadian economic 
rebound, Harper became 
the talk of the G20 summit 
when he missed the official 
group summit photo. 

The immediate verdict in 
the British press? Harper 
was in the bathroom. 

The prime minister was 
slated to stand on the far 
right flank of the summit 
picture, next to German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel. 
But he was a no-show. 

An aide later explained 
he was busy being briefed 
on the progress of the con¬ 
ference by officials. 

But within hours, it had 
flared into a bit of an inter¬ 
national stoiy. 

The BBC reported Harper 
was unable to pose because 
he was “in the loo.” 

In the U.S., the TV show 
Good Morning America 
said Harper had been in the 
bathroom and nobody no¬ 
ticed. Even the staid Wall 
Street Journal mentioned 
the incident on its econom¬ 
ics blog. 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice went on the defensive. 
Aides got into a spat with 
the BBC and were at pains 
to explain away any embar¬ 
rassment. 

In Ottawa, NDP MP 
Thomas Mulcair poked fun 
at Harper’s absence during 
the leaders’ photo op. “The 
prime minister missed the 
recession so there’s no great 
surprise that he also missed 
this photo op,” Mulcair said.

RCMP confirmed 
Thursday the body found 
near North Preston is 
that of a man, and it is 
now a homicide investi¬ 
gation. 

The body was found 
Wednesday afternoon near 
where Sergei Kostin’s 
burned-out taxi was dis¬ 
covered in January. Police 
determined the gender 
but have not yet identified 
the body. 

By Thursday morning, 
the body was still where it 
was found as investigators 
took aerial photos. 

RCMP Cpl. Joe Taplin 
said the medical examiner 
visited the scene Thursday, 
the body was removed and 
an autopsy will be con¬ 
ducted today. He said an 
identification should be 
made after the autopsy. 

“We believe the body 
has been there for a 
while,” Taplin said. 

Kostin picked up a fare 
on Gaston Road in Dart¬ 
mouth on Jan. 17 and has¬ 


n’t been seen since. Three 
days after his disappear¬ 
ance, Kostin’s burned taxi 
was found in North Pre¬ 
ston. 


The 40-year-old from the 
Ukraine has a wife and 
two children in his home¬ 
land. 

Police have been search¬ 


ing the area since January, 
but officers discovered the 
body laying about 20 feet 
from Upper Governor 
Road on Wednesday at 


4:30 p.m. They want to 
speak with two males who 
are believed to have been 
his final customers of the 
day.

Government pension 'in trouble’ 

Current employees will see contribution levels rise to cover for stock market crash

Government employees 
are going to have to pay 
more to support the 
pensions of their retired 
colleagues. 

The government is up¬ 
ping member contribu¬ 
tions to the Public Service 
Superannuation Plan be¬ 
cause it has a $1.65-billion 
unfunded liability. 

That’s $350 million more 


than just four months ago. 
Thursday the government 
announced employees will 
have to increase their con¬ 
tributions by about 1 to 1.3 
per cent, which the govern¬ 
ment will match. 

For someone making 
$40,000 per year, that 
means an extra $400 in 
payments. Someone mak¬ 
ing $65,000 would pay an 
extra $700. 

But that won’t be 
enough. More changes will 
have to come, according to 


Finance Minister Jamie 
Muir. They could include 
more payments or fewer 
benefits. 

“The fund is in trouble. 
Pension plans right across 
the country are all down 
this year,” Muir said. 

“What’s being done to¬ 


day is not sufficient to pro¬ 
tect the integrity of the 
fund ... this was seen to be 
a reasonable first step to try 
to solve the problem.” 

Muir said his department 
and unions would be meet¬ 
ing to discuss other 
changes. But he said he did¬ 


n’t know what they would 
be or whether they would 
take place this year or next. 

The fund is currently on¬ 
ly 64.8 per cent funded, 
down from 72 per cent in 
December. The crash of the 
stock market caused the 
pension to take a major hit. 

There are about 14,000 
retirees drawing from the 
pension fund, with about 
16,000 employees paying 
into it. 

“We should be doing 
more right away,” Muir 


said. “How far it needs to 
go will be a subject of dis¬ 
cussion.” 

Nova Scotia Government 
Employees Union president 
Joan Jessome responded by 
saying the union was “very 
concerned about the gov¬ 
ernment’s failure to devel¬ 
op a long-term strategy” for 
the pension. The union said 
the government had not 
been working with the 
union on a long-term ap¬ 
proach, despite advance 
warning of the problems.

event Pirates and captains 
clashed at the kickoff of Tall 
Ships 2009 Thursday, with 
organizers announcing re¬ 
cession-fighting prices and 
calling for more volunteers. 

Up to 50 ships will sail in¬ 
to Halifax this summer for 
the July 16 to 20 waterfront 
festival. The ships will also 
visit ports around Nova Sco¬ 
tia as the festival unrolls 
provincewide until Aug. 1. 

The press conference at 
the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic was interrupt¬ 
ed by a sword fight between 
arch rivals Captain John 
Loyal and the pirate Roger 
Mack. The two will spar 
with each other in a battle 
for the boardwalk through¬ 
out the festival. 

“We are 104 days away,” 
said spokeswoman Leanne 
Strathdee. “Tall ship gather¬ 
ings in Nova Scotia have be¬ 
come a must for visitors 
from near and far. Tall ships 
under sail simply make his¬ 
tory come alive.” 

Strathdee said new 
streamlining measures will 
make boarding ships faster 
for advance-ticket holders. 
The festival has about 750 
volunteers and needs 250 


more, mainly for “marine 
security” positions on the 
waterfront. 

The summer sail party 
will be comprised of ships 
from Brazil, France, the 
Netherlands, Uruguay, Ger¬ 
many, Barbados, the U.K., 
Bermuda and the U.S., mak¬ 
ing it one of the largest tall 
ships gathering in North 
America in a decade, organ¬ 
izers said. 

After the Parade of Sail in 
Halifax, some of the ships 
will head to Lunenburg, 


Port Hawlcesbury, Louis- 
bourg, Sydney, Pictou and 
Pugwash. 

“The boardwalk and the 
spectacular views are open 
and free to everyone,” said 
Cohn MacLean, president of 
the Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

Day passes range from 
$10 for a single ticket to $20 
for a family pass. Weekend 
passes, senior and group 
rates are also available.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, sounding one of 
his cheeriest notes since 
the economic crisis began, 
said Thursday he believes 
the worst financial 
instability is over and that 
he expects to see more 
positive news in coming 
months. 

The comments were no¬ 
tably upbeat, given that 
Harper has been warning 
for months that the econo¬ 
my would keep deteriorat¬ 
ing amid rising joblessness 
and slumping production. 

“The worst aspects of in¬ 
stability, I do believe, are 
behind us. Stability is dif¬ 
ferent from recovery. 
We’re seeing a significant 
degree of stability,” he told 
reporters at the conclusion 
of this week’s G20 summit 
in London. 

“I’m optimistic that, as 
these measures kick in, as 
fiscal and economic meas¬ 
ures kick in, we’ll begin to 
see more positive news,” 
he said. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment plans to spend $40 
billion over the next two 
years to kick-start the 
economy. 


Gross domestic product 
data released Monday 
showed that Canada could 
well be heading for its 
worst quarter of economic 
contraction on record. 

Harper said the data had 
matched market expecta¬ 
tions. 

“What I continue to note 
is that with all of our diffi¬ 
culties, Canada neverthe¬ 
less remains above many 


of the trend lines,” he said, 
citing the country’s sound 
banking system, strong 
government balance 
sheets and low debt levels. 

“I don’t want to say the 
downward slide has 
stopped but there are 
some positive signs in the 
news. I think most agree 
we’re going to continue to 
see a few more months of 
slowdown,” he said. 


Harper said the summit 
had taken measures that 
should give comfort and 
confidence to markets. He 
also noted that the finan¬ 
cial system is more stable 
than it was at the last sum¬ 
mit of Group of 20 leading 
nations summit in Novem¬ 
ber, when, he said, the 
world economy was in a 
dangerous free fall.

G20 promises $1.1 trillion in aid 

Leaders say measures to fight crisis will boost world output by 4 % by end of 2010

World leaders clinched a 
$i.i-trillion US deal on 
Thursday to combat the 
worst economic crisis 
since the Great Depression 
and said financial rules 
would be tightened to 
stop it happening again. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama declared it a “turn¬ 
ing point” for the world 
economy, even though he 
had won no promises for 
more government spend¬ 
ing to combat a deepening 
world recession. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy celebrated the 
waning of the Anglo-Saxon 
model of lightly regulated 
capitalism, which many 
blame for excess that has 
triggered the crisis. 

G20 leaders from the top 
developed and emerging 


economies ticked off a raft 
of actions on politically 
sensitive topics at the sum¬ 
mit in London, such as 
new rules on bonuses and 
imposing oversight on 


large hedge funds and on 
credit-rating agencies. 

The $1.1 trillion avail¬ 
able through the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund and 
other institutions included 


$250 billion of IMF reserve 
units called Special Draw¬ 
ing Rights. In addition, the 
IMF would see its own re¬ 
sources tripled, with up to 
$500 billion of new funds, 


of which $40 billion would 
come from China — a sig¬ 
nificant step for the 
world’s third largest econ¬ 
omy. 

Much of that is likely to 
go to struggling poorer 
countries, notably in east¬ 
ern Europe. 

The summit also agreed 
on a trade finance package 
worth $250 billion over 
two years to support global 
trade flows, which are 
forecast to fall nine per 
cent this year under the 
impact of the credit 
crunch. 

The G20 said in a com¬ 
munique the measures 
taken would raise world 
output by four per cent by 
the end of next year.

New Afghan law stirs anger 


rights A new law for Shiite 
Muslims in Afghanistan 
has provoked anger among 
some lawmakers, and the 
United Nations said it was 
seriously concerned about 
the law’s potential impact 
on women’s rights in the 
former Taliban state. 

The law passed by parlia¬ 
ment and signed by Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai, but not 
yet promulgated in the of¬ 
ficial gazette, is meant to 
legalize minority Shiite 
family law, which is differ¬ 
ent from that of the major¬ 
ity Sunni population. 

British media have re¬ 
ported that the law could 


legalize marital rape and 
prohibit women from leav¬ 
ing home without the per¬ 
mission of their husbands. 

But lawmaker Sayed 
Hussain Alem Ballchi, who 
was involved in debating 
the bill in parliament, said 
it contained “no such 
thing” and that the reports 
were “propaganda.” 

“This bill stipulates lots 
of leniencies compared to 
the civic laws that have 
been around for 40 years. 
For example, (under the 
new law) a Shiite woman 
can seek divorce if her hus¬ 
band is not able to feed 
her,” Ballchi said. reuters

Russia accuses Georgia 

Moscow claims rival country is planning revenge for war defeat 


Russia accused Georgia on 
Thursday of planning 
revenge against pro- 
Moscow separatists and 
warned the United States 
against arms sales to 
Tbilisi. 

Georgia’s U.S.-trained 
armed forces were routed 
by Russian troops during a 
five-day war last August 
when Tbilisi tried to 
retake its rebel South 


Ossetia region by force. 

Georgian President 
Milcheil Saakashvili said 
on Monday the threat 
from Russia remained 
high and that Georgia 
needed stronger armed 
forces. 

“Such comments by Mr. 
Saakashvili ... only prove 
the self-evident — Tbilisi 
has not learnt the lesson 
from last year’s events in 


the Caucasus and proba¬ 
bly cherishes plans of re¬ 
venge,” Russian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman An¬ 
drei Nesterenko told a 
news briefing. 

Russia has repeatedly 
accused the U.S. and 
Ukraine of supplying arms 
to Georgia. 

“As for foreign assis¬ 
tance to Tbilisi to restore 
(Georgia’s) military poten¬ 


tial, it cannot be viewed 
otherwise than as encour¬ 
agement of the aggressor,” 
Nesteremko added. 

“We expect that the 
United States, Ukraine 
and other nations consid¬ 
ering themselves to be re¬ 
sponsible international 
players will take this into 
account in their policy,”

At what point, I wonder, 
does it become so easy for 
opposition parties that it’s 
not fun anymore? 

Like the Black Knight in 
the Monty Python sketch, 
making quips about 
scratches and mere flesh 
wounds as his limbs fall 
off, Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke has seen better 
weeks. 

The timing isn’t clear, 
but it’s entirely possible 
Clarke was speaking to re¬ 
porters about fixing the 
mistaken release prob¬ 
lems at the exact time a 
new prisoner was acciden¬ 
tally released. 

Have fun doing any¬ 
thing when you’re dealt 
that hand. 


Reportedly, a frustrated 
Clarke’s response to the 
news was “you’ve got to 
be kidding me.” 

And for once, as the op¬ 
position calls for a minis¬ 
ter’s resignation, he actu¬ 
ally offers it. Of course, 
with practically no back¬ 
bench and trying to main¬ 
tain integrity facing down 
an election, Premier Rod¬ 
ney MacDonald stood by 
his man. 

Clarke insists he’s ready 
to debate his record with 
anyone. But there’s been 
11 prisoners released over 
the last three years, and 
several common sense 
changes only came into 
place this week. Short of 
actually being a convict — 
and then being mistaken¬ 
ly released — it’s hard to 
see how he could be in a 
worse spot. 

Meanwhile the govern¬ 
ment is trying to change 
the laws to avoid going in¬ 
to deficit. And the person 
selling this plan is Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jamie 


Muir, a retiring MLA who 
clearly has one foot out 
the door. 

“I really don’t think 
there will be an election. I 
mean if you were the op¬ 
position parties, why 
would you force an elec¬ 
tion?” asked Muir last 
week. 

“Because you’re in third 
place,” one reporter ex¬ 
plained. 

“I don’t think we are in 
third place,” Muir replied. 
“I think in the minds of 
most Nova Scotians we’re 
in first place with a major¬ 
ity government.” 

Presumably, in Muir’s 
world the Conservative 
majority will ride into the 
legislature on unicorns. 

The bottom line is it all 


rests on the Liberals. They 
know they can’t win this 
time around, but an elec¬ 
tion will give them exactly 
what they want — more 
exposure for still newish 
leader Stephen McNeil. 

Then they’ll still get to 
be an opposition party 
during a recession, and if 
this week has shown any¬ 
thing, it’s that it’s a good 
time to be an opposition 
party. 

So circle late June/early 
July on your calendars. If 
we’re lucky, the campaign 
will be even close to as 
ridiculous as this last 
week has been.

Small islands urge deep 
CO 2 cuts, fear rising seas 


environment Small island 
states have sharpened their 
calls for the rich to make 
deep cuts in greenhouse gas 
emissions, saying low-lying 
atolls risk being washed off 
the map by rising ocean lev¬ 
els. 

An alliance of 43 island 
states, backed by more 
than a dozen nations in 
Africa and Latin Ameri¬ 
ca, urged developed 
countries at UN cli¬ 
mate talks in Bonn 
Thursday to cut 
greenhouse 
emissions by, 

“at least 45 per 
cent below 1990 levels by 
2020 .” 

“The scientific findings 
about climate change are 
frightening,” M.J. Mace, a le¬ 
gal adviser to the Federated 
States of Micronesia who 
presented the demands at 
the meeting, told Reuters. 



A group of leading re¬ 
searchers last month pro¬ 
jected a quickening pace of 
sea level rise this centuiy, of 
about a metre, or roughly 
double the projections by 
the UN Climate Panel in 
2007. 

The small islands had 
called at a UN climate 
meeting in Poznan, 
Poland, in December 
2008 for cuts of “more 
than 40 per cent” in 
industrialized na¬ 
tions’ emissions 
by 2020. 

‘Why would 
small island 
states be happy with a level 
of ambition that is going to 
destroy their countries?” 
Mace said. The highest 
points of some Pacific, 
Caribbean or Indian Ocean 
states are only a few metres 
above sea level.

OECD targets 
tax havens 

summit The OECD has 
placed Costa Rica, Malay¬ 
sia, the Philippines and 
Uruguay on its blacklist of 
non-co-operative tax hav¬ 
ens, as part of efforts 
agreed at the Group of 20 
summit to crack down on 
tax evasion. 

A separate “grey list” of 
countries that have agreed 
to improve transparency 
standards but have not yet 
signed the necessary inter¬ 
national accords included 
Luxembourg, Switzerland, 
Austria, Belgium, Singa¬ 
pore and Chile as well as 
the Cayman Islands, 
Liechtenstein and Monaco. 

China is on a third

But the OECD said China’s 
two Special Administrative 
Regions of Hong Kong and 
Macao had so far only 
“committed to imple¬ 
ment” the tax standard.

Bombardier cuts more jobs 
as demand for jets plunges 


aerospace Bombardier Inc. 
reported a better-than- 
expected quarterly profit 
Thursday, but said it would 
cut another 3,000 jobs and 
scale back production of 
its business jets this year 
due to dwindling orders. 

The job cuts will take 
place at facilities in Cana¬ 
da, the United States, Mexi¬ 
co and Northern Ireland by 
the end of 2009, it said. 

The job losses are in ad¬ 


dition to the 1,360 layoffs 
announced Feb. 5. Demand 
for business planes deterio¬ 
rated rapidly in the last six 
months of 2008 and the 
company now expects to 
deliver 25 per cent fewer 
business planes this year. 

Bombardier said net in¬ 
come rose 42 per cent to 
$309 million in the fourth 
quarter from $218 million 
a year earlier.

Brad Marchand didn’t 
want to repeat in the pros 
the fateful end to his jun¬ 
ior career with the Halifax 
Mooseheads.

“Part of what’s going on 


with the phenomenon of 
Hannah Montana, and par¬ 
ticularly this movie, is 
there’s a realism that every 
kid can relate to.” 

The story of a quiet coun¬ 
try girl who leads a double¬ 
life as a crowd-chased pop 
sensation, Hannah Mon¬ 
tana also cuts dangerously 
close to the truth. Cyrus re¬ 
calls having to move houses 
when fans began showing 
up asking for Hannah. 

“It was a really crazy, 
crazy time period,” admits 
Cyrus, before pointing out 
its similarities to his own 
skyrocket to stardom in 
the ’90s with the overnight 
hit, Achy Breaky Heart.

review Fast & Furious 
opens up with an absolute¬ 
ly spectacular (and spectac¬ 
ularly dumb) bit of pre¬ 
credits action outrage fea¬ 
turing a failed oil tanker 
hijacking that climaxes 
with Vin Diesel gunning it 
into the side of a spiralling, 
flaming rig. 

And that’s really all you 
need to know about this 
sequel, the fourth in the 
long-running and popular 
franchise: It’s big, it’s loud, 
it fetishizes its hulking, 
turtle-faced star and is 
loaded with revving mo¬ 
tors and sleek, sexy 
chrome.

In Sunshine Cleaning, Amy 
Adams and Emily Blunt 
star as two sisters ringing 
in an early mid-life crisis 
by starting up a lucrative 
business cleaning up grue¬ 
some crime-scenes. 


It may sound more like a 
grim new HBO series, but 
instead this comic-drama 
takes a light and charming 
look at a broken family 
just trying to make ends 
meet.

film X-Men Origins:

But 
while Ronnie takes his pur¬ 
suit of justice almost too 
seriously, Rogen didn’t ap¬ 
proach the film — opening 
next week — as a drama. 

“In my head it was all 
very funny,” he says. “The 
more serious and crazy it 
was, the funnier I thought 
it was after the take.” 


Rogen — who’s since 
slimmed down for his role 
as The Green Hornet — 
packed on the pounds to 
prepare for the part. “The 
less physically capable he 
looked. Because the joke 
is, he actually is pretty dan¬ 
gerous,” he said. 

“There was a conscious 
decision to make this film 
kind of dangerous and 
edgy,” explains writer/di¬ 
rector Jody Hill. “There’ve 
been a lot of ‘safe’ come¬ 
dies, where everything’s a 
wink to the camera. I 
thought if you could root it 
in reality and then still 
have these crazy things go 
on, that it would have 
more impact.” 

Unlike that other movie 
about a mall security 
guard, Paul Blart: Mall 
Cop, Observe and Report’s 
crew attempted a more se¬ 
rious take. “We wanted to 
make a sort of character 
piece that you would see in 
the ’70s,” Hill says. “We 
were focusing more on 
movies like Taxi Driver 
and The King of Comedy.”

Film fanboys: The saga continues

first became aware of 
fanboys when the 
hoopla surrounding the 
release of the original 
Star Wars hit the six 
o’clock news. The idea of 
fandom wasn’t new to me 
but the level of obsession 
was. 

I saw footage of people 
lined up outside theatres; 
camping in tents to be the 
first ones through the doors 
on opening day and it 
seemed like every fan with 
an old toilet roll or two had 
made a light sabre or repli¬ 
ca of Darth Vader’s helmet. 


Those Star Wars supporters 
opened my eyes to the level 
of radical fanboy behaviour 
later described as “mindless 
paroxysms of adoration” in 
the pages of Fandom Confi¬ 
dential. 

Although the term “fan- 
boy” wasn’t officially recog¬ 
nized by the Merriam-Web- 
ster Dictionary until last 
year, a group of fanboys 
(and girls) have wielded con¬ 
siderable power in Holly¬ 
wood for the past decade. 

King Fanboy, Harry 
Knowles of the Ain’t It Cool 
website, went from obscuri¬ 
ty to Entertainment Week¬ 
ly’s “101 Most Powerful Peo¬ 
ple in Hollywood” list and 
fanboy opinion on the Inter¬ 
net actually brought about 
changes to the script of 
Snakes on a Plane. With 
that kind of power, it isn’t 
surprising these film fans 


have become film subjects. 
Fanboys, a new movie 
about four childhood 
friends who break into 
George Lucas’s ranch to get 
a first look at The Phantom 
Menace, is just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

The most famous fanboy 
movie is 1999’s Trekkies, a 
documentary focusing on 
Star Trek subculture. Nar¬ 
rated by Denise (Tasha Yar) 
Crosby, it introduces us to 
extreme enthusiasts like 
the dentist whose Star Base 
Dental office is modeled af¬ 
ter a starship and Barbara 
Adams, who showed up to 
serve on the Whitewater ju¬ 
ry dressed in a Starfleet uni¬ 
form. “I am an officer in the 
Federation universe 24 
hours a day,” she says. 

On a different note is We 
are Wizards, an upbeat ex¬ 
ploration into the cult of 


Harry Potter, specifically the 
genre of wizard rock tribute 
bands who play Potter-in- 
spired power pop. Bands 
Harry and the Potters and 
The Hungarian Homtails 
bang out songs like Wizard 
Rock Heart Throb and I’m a 
Dragon and I Don’t Care, 
and while the music is often 
more passionate than good, 
the film offers an interest¬ 
ing glimpse into a little 
known subculture. 

There are many other 
crazed fan movies — The 
Dungeon Masters profiles 
Dungeons and Dragons fa¬ 
natics; there’s the self-ex¬ 
planatory The Achievers: 
The Story Of The Lebowski 
Fans and Cinemania about 
a community of fervent 
film aficionados — but the 
one thing they all have in 
common is the passion of 
fans who’ve found a way to

Thunderheist hits the road

One can't help but feel like 
Thunderheist’s music 
appearing in last year’s 
critically acclaimed movie 
The Wrestler was destined 
to happen. 

After all, the Toronto- 
based electro-rap duo’s 
producer Grahm Zilla is 
the son of Olympic 
wrestler Gord Bertie. 

“I was actually conceived 
in the Olympic village,” 
Grahm reveals, shortly be¬ 
fore Thunderheist’s Ex¬ 
claim Canadian Tour, 
which takes them across 
the country between April 
2nd and May 2nd. 

That piece of family triv¬ 
ia probably added further 
resonance to the moment 
he heard Jerk It, his 
group’s biggest single, 
bumping in glorious Dolby 
digital sound during The 
Wrestler’s credits. 

At first Grahm wasn’t in¬ 
terested in the film, writ¬ 


ing it off as “just some B- 
movie” when he heard 
Mickey Rourke was in¬ 
volved. 

“It premiered at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, and I was there at 
the time. But I didn’t go 
see the movie,” he says. “I 
don’t know what’s wrong 


with me. 

“But when everybody 
started talking about it and 
I heard there was all this 
Oscar buzz, then I got ex¬ 
cited. But actually seeing 
the movie, about half-an- 
hour in I was shaking, like 
‘Oh my god, I can’t believe 
my song is in this movie.’ 


“That was probably the 
highlight of my musical 
career to date,” he says. 

Another highlight, then, 
must be when celebrity 
blogger Perez Hilton post¬ 
ed Jerk It on his website in 
2007. 

“Our Myspace got like 
30,000 hits in a couple 


hours,” says Grahm. “I only 
realized the magnitude of 
his readership when I’m 
getting emails about it 
from my great-aunt.” 

From there, Jerk It spread 
wildfire-lilce through the in¬ 
ternet, prompting a num¬ 
ber of new fans to produce 
videos for the track. Seeing 
multiple versions of the 
track on YouTube was yet 
another surreal moment 
for Grahm and Thunder¬ 
heist’s MC, Isis. 

“I can’t believe it’s at 
that point where random 
people are making videos 
for our songs,” he says. 

Thunderheist’s sweaty, 
high-energy, bass-heavy 
sound has evolved quite a 
bit since their blogospher- 
ic breakthrough. 

On their self-titled de¬ 
but, Grahm has further re¬ 
fined his production style 
by “trying to make it 
sound less mechanical and 
letting the music breathe 
more and have a more nat¬ 
ural feel.” 

As for Isis, while Jerk It

found her rapping in a sul¬ 
try double-time flow, the 
MC sings on much of the 
album. 

“Her tastes are pretty di¬ 
verse so she wants to get 
out of the rap box,” says 
Grahm, “and it’s good be¬ 
cause for me, I’m way 
more interested in writing 
songs than making hip- 
hop instrumentals.” 

Just don’t expect to hear 
any of the vocal effect du 
jour, the robotic auto-tune 
sound favoured by T-Pain, 
Lil’ Wayne and Kanye 
West, on any of the tracks. 

“After the album was 
done, somebody was like, 
‘Oh man, you should have 
put auto-tune on all the 
songs,”’ says Grahm. “I was 
like, ‘Are you out of your 
mind?”’

Three sides to life on road 


Joel Plaskett explains large undertaking of his new concept record

It’s nothing special to put 
out a double record these 
days — if you’ve got enough 
songs it’s easy to stuff 
another disc in the package. 
But a triple album release? 
That’s exactly how many 
CDs come with Nova Scotia 
native Joel Plaskett’s new 
release, appropriately titled 
Three. 

The folk rocker and for¬ 
mer Thrush Hermit lead 
singer says the idea to re¬ 
lease three records together 
was simple. “Not a lot of 
people do it,” he says mat¬ 
ter of factly. “And I had a lot 
of songs first and foremost 
to hang it on.” 

It also helped that he in¬ 
advertently repeated the 
same word three times in a 
few of the songs’ titles. 
When he realized he had 


tracks named: Rolling, 
Rolling, Rolling; Rewind, 
Rewind, Rewind; and Gone, 
Gone, Gone, a light bulb 
went off and a theme ap¬ 
peared. 

“I had a few songs that re¬ 
peated the same word 
three times and I though 
that was cool,” he explains. 
“Why don’t I make a record 
of all songs like that? And 
then I thought, why don’t I 
make a triple record?” 

Writing enough good 
tracks to fill three records is 
no easy feat, but then Plas¬ 
kett also wanted to create a 
concept record. He says 
once he recorded every- 
thing he had to figure out 
which song fit where. “I just 
put all these songs togeth¬ 
er,” he says. “Then I had to 
connect the dots. It was like 
‘oh perfect, I know what 
this one does now.’” 

The disc takes a person¬ 
al look at what life is like 



on the road. The 
more upbeat 
first album is 
about leaving 
where you 
came from, 
the sombre 
and follcier sec¬ 
ond record 
deals with be¬ 
ing away from 
friends and fam¬ 
ily, while the 
lighter third 
instal¬ 


ment focuses on re¬ 
turning home. 
“Travelling 
and being gone, 
or tiying to re¬ 
turn home, is 
sort of an obvi¬ 
ous thing if 
you’re a musi¬ 
cian,” he says. 
“But I when I lis¬ 
tened back to stuff 
I recorded 
while I’d 
been 


on the road that was a huge 
theme that came up.” 

It’s all powerful stuff that 
could have been derailed if 
there was a sluggish part to 
this album, which tends to 
happen when artists release 
more than one disc at a 
time. But, surprisingly, 
there’s not one skip-over 
song; it’s all incredibly 
catchy music. 

Still, Plaskett was wor¬ 
ried about cramming too 
many tunes into one re¬ 
lease. “I had moments 
where I wondered if this 
was going to turn out 
right,” he says. “Is this 
getting boring for peo-

He points out that the 
disc isn’t meant to be lis¬ 
tened to in one sitting. 
“That’s why it’s three differ¬ 
ent discs, and not a 65 
minute CD,” he says. 

It’s more like a 
three act play, he ex¬ 
plains. Or, he adds, a 
road trip. “It’s sup¬ 
posed to feel like a trip. 
It’s like the theme, you’re go¬ 
ing away and then coming 
back.”

within 12 weeks of its re¬ 
lease and held the No. 1 
spot on the Quebec Top 
200 for eight weeks. Juno 
Award nominations for 
fan choice award and al¬ 
bum of the year brought 
the band national promi¬ 
nence.

Gaming industry gets boost 

Recession has many turning to home entertainment 


As people cut back on 
travel and going out, 
they are turning more to 
home entertainment, 
providing a boost to the 
video game industry 
that is under pressure to 
keep gamers amused 
and beat the recession. 

Analyst Toon van Beeclc 
from industry market re¬ 
search firm IbisWorld said 
video game industry rev¬ 
enue is set to reach $41.9 
billion this year, having 
risen from $27.2 billion in 
2004, with over 37 million 
consoles sold in the Unit¬ 
ed States alone in 2008. 

A new report from Ibis- 
World said the introduc¬ 
tion of Nintendo’s Wii 
had helped bolster the in¬ 
dustry by changing the 
face of video gamers, 
bringing in more female 
players who now make up 
38 per cent of the gaming 
demographic. 

“Video game sales have 
been impacted the least 
from the global recession 
and there are no real 
signs of it slowing,” said 
Michael Cai, vice presi¬ 
dent of video game re¬ 
search at Interpret. 

“In order to maintain 
this healthy growth mo¬ 
mentum, however, the 
gaming industry needs to 
continue providing ap¬

pealing content and inno¬ 
vative experiences to 
compete for consumers’ 
entertainment time and 
share of wallet.” 

Cai expected used 
games and value-priced 
games to take a greater 
share of total sales in this 
economic environment. 

Last fall, as the effects 
of the economic down¬ 
turn were being felt, 
video game sales rose in¬ 
ternationally. In the Unit¬ 
ed States alone, sales in¬ 
creased 19 per cent over 
2007, topping $21.3 bil¬ 
lion, according to The 
NPD Group.

this year, U.S. videogame 
sales rose 11 per cent to 
$2.81 billion, according to 
The NPD Group. 

Billy Pidgeon, video 
game analyst at IDC, said 
the recession would clear¬ 
ly reduce consumer 
spending but games pro¬ 
vided strong entertain¬ 
ment value and per¬ 
formed well as a category 
in a recession. 

“What this means is 
that games will see dou¬ 
ble digit growth in North 
America and worldwide, 
but that gamers will con¬ 
sider purchases more 
carefully,” said Pidgeon. 

“Gaming enthusiasts 
will demand quality 
games and will not buy 
games that are considered 
second rate. The main¬ 
stream consumer will also 
buy fewer games but will 
be less savvy about quali¬ 
ty.”

A day after former 
bassist Jason Newsted told

Howie Beck's new tunes take a cheerful turn

Sometimes you have to 
get lost to find something. 
For Howie Beck, it was mu¬ 
sic. 

The Toronto-based singer- 
songwriter has returned 
with How To Fall Down In 
Public, his first full-length 
album in almost five years. 
The disc departs from what 


fans and critics have typical¬ 
ly come to expect from 
Beck. 

While the personal 
melancholy still exists in 
his lyrics, the musical tone 
has taken a cheerful turn 
with buoyant rhythms and 
bubbly acoustic strings ac¬ 
companied by urban and 
pastoral sound effects 
(crickets chirping and horse 
hooves clomping on one 
song, as an example.) 


Birthing the album, a 
process Beck describes as 
“getting out of my comfort 
zone,” came after a lengthy 
self-imposed exile to Paris 
in search of some inspira¬ 
tion, and to play with long¬ 
time friend and co-producer 
Gonzales. New surround¬ 
ings gave him the spark he 
needed to put pen to paper. 

“I had written some stuff 
that I wasn’t really happy 
with,” Beck said. “For me, 


Paris was perfect. There’s to¬ 
tal anonymity there, and 
there was something very 
liberating about spending 
that time by myself. Half 
the time I’d look up and I 
wouldn’t know where I 
was: I’d be thinking about 
music and lyrics all day.” 

Recording the album also 
proved initially difficult for 
Beck, who co-produced and 
played every instrument. In 
recent years, he has collabo¬ 


rated with the likes of Hay¬ 
den and Sarah Harmer on 
their respective projects, 
and wore the production 
hat on Jason Collett’s last 
two albums. Mastering and 
editing your own work can 
be tricky business, he notes, 
and Beck felt the tension of 
sitting on both sides of the 
glass. But a little help from 
his old pal went a long way. 

“Gonzales was a pretty 
big part of the process for 


me,” he said. “When I pro¬ 
duce, those two sides of pro¬ 
ducer and musician flow 
easily. When I’m a musician 
first, it can be very frustrat¬ 
ing. I have no objectivity 
there. But it was about get¬ 
ting away from the usual 
and challenging the way I 
think about recording my 
own music, instead of just, 
‘Meh, I’ll try this, I’ll try 
that.’ This time, it was like a 
switch that flicked.”

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Lemon-Glazed 
Flounder Fillets 

INGREDIENTS: 

5 large lemons 

6 large fresh basil leaves 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

1 garlic clove, minced 
4 flounder fillets 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper 

SAUCE: 

1/2 cup (125 ml) reduced- 
sodium chicken broth 

1 1/2 tsp (7 ml) cornstarch 

2 tsp (10 ml) sugar 

METHOD: 

1. Roll 1 lemon on 
countertop to get juices 
flowing; grate zest from 
this lemon and squeeze 
juice. Cut 3 lemons into 12 
1/4-in. 0.5 cm) slices. Slice 
remaining lemon into 8 
wedges. Make basil 
chiffonade: stack basil 
leaves and roll up tightly. 
Slice thinly and set aside 
as garnish. Heat oil in 
small pot over medium 
heat. Add garlic and cook 
until golden, 2 minutes. 
Whisk in lemon juice and 
remove from heat. 

2. Coat grill rack or broiler 
pan rack with non-stick 
cooking spray. Preheat 
grill or broiler to medium. 
Lightly brush both sides of 
fish with garlic mixture 


and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Place 3 lemon 
slices on grill or broiler 
rack and put one flounder 
fillet on top. Repeat with 
remaining lemon slices 
and fish. Grill or broil 
without turning, until just 
opaque throughout, 6 
minutes. Cook lemon 
wedges alongside until 
browned, 2 minutes per 
side. 

3. Meanwhile, blend broth 
and cornstarch in cup un¬ 
til smooth. Whisk 
cornstarch mixture, sugar 
and 1/4 tsp (1 ml) lemon 
zest into remaining garlic 
mixture. Boil over 
medium-high heat and 
cook until sauce thickens, 
1 minute. 

4. Transfer fish to plates, 
lemon slices down. Spoon 
sauce over fish and sprin¬ 
kle with basil chiffonade 
and remaining lemon zest. 
Garnish with grilled 
lemon wedges.
